Bu t we assu re all 
rodeo lov ers that, as soon as war 
time conditions permit, we will re­ 
tu rn with the annu al Tex as Cowboy 
Reu nion, with all the thrills and en­ 
tertainment featu res that hav e be­ 
come a part of the show.”

$3,000 in United States W ar Bonds, 
this being taken from the operating 
fu nds which will not be u sed 
thi» 
y ear. 
Started in 19 30, the Tex as Cow­ 
boy Reu nion has become famed the 
cou ntry ov er as the World’s Largest 
Cowboy Rou ndu p. It is open 
only 
to amateu rs and last y ear more than 
300 cowhands, from all sections 
of 
the Sou thwest, competed for the v ar­ 
iou s prizes. Had the Reu nion 
been 
held this y ear, it wou ld hav e been 
the fou rteenth annu al 
performance. 
Each y ear has shown a decided 
in­ 
crease in contestants 
and 
growing 
gate receipts hav e told 
how 
well 
the pu blic likes the celebration. 
Directors of the Tex as

tion separate and apart from

Soil acidity is a “ bugaboo that 
farm ers for years have been useless­ 
ly fighting,” according to Dr. W. A. 
Albrecht, chairman of the soils de­ 
partm ent of the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
As a m atter of fact, acidity 
may actually be beneficial instead 
of harmful if proper soil conserva­ 
tion measures are used. 
“ It is not the acidity in soils that 
is 
injurious,” 
Dr. 
Albrecht 
ex­ 
plained, “ but the shortage of nutri­ 
ents that are replaced by acidity. 
Given the proper fertility, plants will 
turn in their customary or usual 
performance even in the presence 
of soil acidity. 
This acid condition 
is merely a case of increased short­ 
age of plant food nutrients for which 
crops suffer.” 
Dr. 
Albrecht 
cited 
experi­ 
ments with soybeans in which 
increased soil acidity made both 
calcium and phosphorus actu­ 
ally more effective than in more 
neutral soil, improved the feed­ 
ing value of forage and kept the 
sand element lower. 
“ Our experiments indicate that it 
is no longer necessary to fight soil 
acidity,” he declared. 
“ On the con­ 
trary, acidity is beneficial if lime or 
calcium, 
phosphorus, 
potash 
and 
other plant foods are utilized to re­ 
store full fertility and if soils are 
helped to maintain their needed 
stores of organic m atter by means 
of sod crops or corresponding re­ 
cuperative rest periods. 
“ We can now say that ‘acid tol­ 
erant’ legumes have been discov­ 
ered. But they tolerate acidity only 
when fertilizer m aterials are prop­ 
erly supplied in balanced amounts.” 
In this connection it was pointed 
out that the three vital plant foods 
on which crops depend most are: 1— 
nitrogen, which encourages early 
and abundant growth, builds protein 
and develops the fleshy portion of 
roots; 2—phosphorus, which hastens 
the ripening of seed and promotes 
early 
m aturity; 
and 3 — potash, 
which is the balance wheel, enabling 
a crop to make better use of the 
other plant foods, develop resistance 
to disease and maintain an improved 
quality.

Minerals for Hogs 
Feed proper minerals to hogs at 
all times. Market hogs make cheap­ 
er gains, brood sows raise more 
thrifty pigs, and healthier hogs are 
produced when minerals are used. 
By using a protein supplement, such 
as a mixture of equal parts of cot­ 
tonseed, peanut, or soybean oil meal 
with tankage, or shrimp meal, farm ­ 
ers can grow out their pigs and fat­ 
ten their hogs with about half as 
much corn or sweet potatoes as 
when these feeds are used alone.

All prunes are plums but not all 
plums are prunes. 
Washington and 
Oregon grow an Italian variety while 
California 
produces 
the 
French 
prune. These are distinguished fiom 
other plums in that they will not 
ferment when dried without remov­ 
ing the pit. 
At the University of California^oil 
has been crushed from pits of prunes 
which is rich in vitamins, reddish in 
color, with a pleasant aroma and 
taste. 
It will likely be used for 
spray ing prunes to aid them to re­ 
tain their moisture so that they will 
be juicier when they r arh the con­ 
sumer. 
The canning of prune ji>>ce 
is a growing industry since the com­ 
petition of fresh fruits and juices 
has curtailed the dried prune m ar­ 
ket. 
Prunes, grown almost entirely 
on the Pacific coast, now exceed 
the amount produced in foreign 
countries. 
It was not until 
1 870 
that the first commercial or­ 
chard was planted in California 
and the growth of this industry 
has been rapid. 
In California, the plums are dried 
for six to ten day s by the sun. 
In 
Oregon and Washington, they are 
cured 12 to 48 hours in evaporators. 
After dry ing, they are put into bins 
to “ sweat,” then they are graded 
and packed. Sizes range from 20 
to 
30 in a pound up to 100 to 120. 


Although luscious, green grass 
is 
one of the best dairy feeds, 
milk 
production may drop when cows are 
first turned out to pasture unless 
special care is taken to prevent 
it, 
say s W. B. Nevens, professor 
o f 
dairy cattle feeding, University 
o f 
Illinois college of agriculture. 
It is best not to turn cows to pas­ 
ture for the first day until after they 
have been well fed in the barn, and 
then to limit the number of hours 
at pasture for the first two or three 
day s. 
A sudden change from the 
feeding of hay , silage and grain mix­ 
ture to pasture feeding only may 
cause a sudden drop in milk flow 
and digestive disturbances. 
Fresh, g reen g rass is so palatable 
in early spring that co ws will fill 
up o n it if g iv en the o ppo rtunity , 
but, because o f the hig h water co n­ 
tent o f the g rass, they fail to re­ 
ceiv e eno ug h nutrients fro m g rass 
alo ne to maintain hig h milk pro duc­ 
tio n.

A grain mixture should be fed 
to 
higher-producing 
cows 
throughout 
the pasture season, Nevens points 
out. Holsteins, Swiss and Ay rshires 
need about one pound 
o f grain mix­ 
ture for each three pounds 
o f milk 
produced over and above 30 
po unds 
daily , while Jersey s and Guernsey s 
need about one pound of grain 
mix ­ 
ture for each 2.5 pounds 
o f milk a 
day over and above 20 pounds daily . 
If cows do not care for grain mix­ 
ture when pastures are luxuriant, it 
may prove advantageous to take 
them from pasture one or two hours 
before feeding time so that they will 
consume the mixture more readily . 
The use of \xh to 2 per cent of salt 
in the grain mixture is also helpful.

SHEEP 


One industry where there is never 
a surplus is wool-growing. 
The 
United States has 472,000 wool pro­ 
ducers and 46,000,000 sheep, y et 40 
per cent of the nation’s require­ 
ments must be imported. 
Two- 
thirds of our output comes from the 
Rocky mountain 
and West coast 
states. 
Chief producers are Texas, 
California, 
Wy oming, 
Montana, 
South Dakota and Ohio. 
We also 
produce each y ear, about 350,000,000 
pounds of shorn wool and 60,000,000 
pounds of pulled wool from slaugh­ 
tered sheep. 
After the fleece is removed from 
slaughtered sheep, the slat goes into 
glove leather, lining for shoes, sweat 
bands for hats, and college diplo­ 
mas. The wool grease or Lanolin is 
used as a b’asis for medicinal oint­ 
ments. 
Sheep fat has wide uses in tallow, 
soap, stearine or oleo oil. 
As gly c­ 
erine, it goes into anti-free^e liquids 
and finds uses in paints, cellophane, 
cosmetics 
and 
bases 
for 
polish. 
Blood is used in serums, medicines, 
weather-proof glue and animal feed 
and as a retardant for plaster. 
It requires the glands of 100,000 
lambs to make one pound of adren­ 
aline, the powerful heart stimulant 
which has been known to cause a 
heart once stopped to resume its 
beating. 
Sheep intestines become 
strings for violins, cellos, harps and 
ukuleles and many other musical in­ 
struments. They are much used for 
surgical ligatures to tee blood vessels 
and sew wounds during operations. 
They are much favored because na­ 
ture absorbs them while the wound 
is healing. 
The best quality of 
casings can be used for strings for 
tennis rackets.

Necessity 


This nation has again passed thru 
another “Coal Crisis” (or is it thru 
the spasm yet?) 
Possibly many people have 
not 
thought this thing: through 
clear 
through. It behooves everyone 
to 
think calmly in days of war. 
Days 
when the enemy wants to see divis­ 
ion. The miners are now in a kind 
of “ Armistice”. 
No 
really 
loyal 
American can believe this is a time 
to squabble over mere dollars, and 
our hopes are that the miners will 
all gro back to work and do what is 
absolutely necessary to help win the 
w a r....d ig out that coal 
to 
the 
limit of their strength. But there 
are at least three or four angles to 
this Coal Question. 
Somebody owns the mines (not the 
government) . . . .and they want all 
the money they can squeeze out of 
the miners and the government. 
Labor must dig coal from the dark 
bowels of the earth, and the more 
they are paid the more it will cost 
the users of the coal. The people 
and the government??????? 
The public, private or corporate! 
parties must use coal to carry on > 
life, and business. . . . hence coal is 
a public necessity in a great part of 
this great America. 
So we come to this conclusion: 
Anything in this nation that IS a 
public necessity, something that the 
nation has grown great upon, and 
must still have, WE think it should 
be owned, controlled and operated 
by the government. Then the miners 
could be paid more, the consumer 
pay less for the coal and nobody get 
rich. 
Nearly everybody would 
like 
to 
take a pot-shot at John L. Lewis, the 
boss of the big CIO hundreds 
of 
thousands .. coal miners. . . . nearly 
all of us believe there is something 
v/rong, somewhere, whether it start- 


come upon the land right while our 
boys are facing all manner of hell 
and death on the battle field. 
We 
had similar trouble 
in 
the 
First 
World War. Nobody seemed to try to 
figure out a remedy, and so why be 
so surprised and 
so 
angry when 
the storm starts blowing. The mill­ 
ers are as much to blame as the rest 
f the people, that is their leaders 
are. b'ome of the miners do not know 
much, except to do as told to do. 
That’s what makes a case like this 
dangerous. A bunch of perhaps for­ 
eign reared men, may not know any­ 
thing but sign up and follow their 
leader, even if it took them to slav­ 
ery. If another dispute over 
con­ 
tracts should come in 40 years from 
now (if the situation is not chang­ 
ed) the same serious situation would 
prevail. So there 
should

“remedy” and the quicker the bet­ 
ter. If our life or death depends up­ 
on COAL, then all the coal in the 
United States should be taken ovei 
by the government. This is true of 
any commodity.

Bugaboo of Soil 
A cidity Dispelled 


Acid Condition M ay 
Even Be Beneficial 


Soil acidity is a “ bugaboo that 
farmers for years have been useless­ 
ly fighting,” according to Dr. W. A. 
Albrecht, chairman of the soils de­ 
partment of the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
As a matter of fact, acidity 
may actually be beneficial instead 
of harmful if proper soil conserva­ 
tion measures are used. 
“ It is not the acidity in soils that 
is 
injurious,” 
Dr. 
Albrecht 
ex­ 
plained, “ but the shortage of nutri­ 
ents that are replaced by acidity. 
Given the proper fertility, plants will 
turn in their customary or usual 
performance even in the presence 
of soil acidity. 
This acid condition 
is merely a case of increased short­ 
age of plant food nutrients for which 
crops suffer.” 
Dr. 
Albrecht 
cited 
experi­ 
ments with soybeans in which 
increased soil acidity made both 
calcium and phosphorus actu­ 
ally more effective than in more 
neutral soil, improved the feed­ 
ing value of forage and kept the 
sand element lower. 
“ Our experiments indicate that it 
is no longer necessary to fight soil 
acidity,” he declared. “ On the con­ 
trary, acidity is beneficial if lime or 
calcium, 
phosphorus, 
potash and 
other plant foods are utilized to re­ 
store full fertility and if soils are 
helped to maintain their needed 
i stores of organic matter by means 
of sod crops or corresponding re­ 
cuperative rest periods. 
“We can now say that ‘acid tol­ 
erant’ legumes have been discov­ 
ered. But they tolerate acidity only 
when fertilizer materials are prop­ 
erly supplied in balanced amounts.” 
In this connection it was pointed 
out that the three vital plant foods 
on which crops depend most are: 1— 
nitrogen, which encourages early 
and abundant growth, builds protein 
and develops the fleshy portion of 
roots; 2—phosphorus, which hastens 
the ripening of seed and promotes 
early maturity; 
and 3 — potash, 
which is the balance wheel, enabling 
a crop to make better use of the 
other plant foods, develop resistance 
to disease and maintain an improved 
quality. 


I understand the Americans are 
doing very well on the food front, too.

Minerals for Hogs 
Feed proper minerals to hogs at 
all times. Market hogs make cheap­ 
er gains, brood sows raise more 
thrifty pigs, and healthier hogs are 
produced when minerals are used. 
By using a protein supplement, such 
as a mixture of equal parts of cot­ 
tonseed, peanut, or soybean oil meal 
with tankage, or shrimp meal, farm­ 
ers can grow out their pigs and fat­ 
ten their hogs with about half as 
much corn or sweet potatoes as 
when these feeds are used alone.

All prunes are plums but not all 
plums are prunes. 
Washington a d 
Oregon grow an Italian val cly while 
California 
produces 
the 
Frt r ch 
prune. These are distingu’shed ft nm 
other plums in that they uh! not 
ferm ent when dried without rem ov­ 
ing the pit. 
At the University of California, oil 
has been crushed from pits of prunes 
which is rich in vitam ins, reddish in 
color, with a pleasant arom a and 
taste. 
It will likely bo used for 
spraying prunes to aid th i i to re­ 
tain their m oisture so that they null 
be juicier when i e;- r- arn the c re­ 
sum er. 
The canning of prune ju n e 
is a growing industry since the c< rn* 
petition of fresh fruits and juices 
has curtailed the drie d prune m a r­ 
ket. 
Prunes, grown alm ost entirely 
on the Pacific coast, now exceed 
the amount prodtn cd in foreign 
countries. 
It was not until 1870 
that the first commercial or­ 
chard was planted in California 
and the growth of this industry 
has been rapid. 
In California, the plums are dried 
for six to ten days by the sun. 
In 
Oregon and Washington, they are 
cured 12 to 48 hours in evaporators. 
After drying, they are put into bins 
to “ sw eat,” then they are graded 
and packed. 
S./es range from 20 to 
30 in a pound up to IOO to 120.

Although luscious, green grass is 
one of the best dairy feeds, milk 
production may drop when cows are 
first turned out to pasture unless 
special care is taken to prevent it, 
says 
W . 
B . 
Nevens, professor of 
dairy cattle feeding, University of 
Illinois college of agriculture. 
It is best not to turn cows to pas­ 
ture for the first day until after they 
have been well fed in the barn, and 
then to lim it the number of hours 
at pasture for the first two or three 
days. 
A sudden change from the 
feeding of hay, silage and grain m ix­ 
ture to pasture feeding only m ay 
cause a sudden drop in milk flow 
and digestive disturbances. 
Fresh, green grass is so palatable 
In early spring that cows will fill 
up on it if given the opportunity, 
but, because of the high water con­ 
tent of the grass, they fail to re­ 
ceive enough nutrients from grass 
alone to maintain high milk produc­ 
tion. 
A grain mixture should be fed to 
higher-producing 
cows 
throughout 
the pasture season, Nevens points 
out. Holsteins, Swiss and Ayrshires 
need about one pound of grain m ix­ 
ture for each three pounds of milk 
produced over and above 30 pounds 
daily, while Jerseys and Guernseys 
need about one pound of grain m ix­ 
ture for each 2.5 pounds of milk a 
day over and above 20 pounds daily. 
If cows do not care for grain m ix­ 
ture when pastures are luxuriant, it 
m ay prove advantageous to take 
them from pasture one or two hours 
before feeding time so that they will 
consume the mixture more readily. 
The use of I Vi to 2 per cent of salt 
in the grain mixture is also helpful. 
As soon as pasture grasses begin 
to 
ripen 
or 
become 
scanty 
in 
amount, the rate of feeding may 
need to be increased.

SHEEP 


One industry where there is never 
a 
surplus 
is wool-growing. 
The 
United States has 472,000 wool pro­ 
ducers and 46,000,000 sheep, yet 40 
per cent of the nation’s require­ 
m ents 
m ust 
be 
imported. 
Two- 
thirds of our output com es from the 
Rocky 
m ountain 
and 
West coast 
states. 
Chief producers are Texas, 
California, 
Wyoming, 
Montana, 
South Dakota and Ohio. 
We also 
produce each year, about 350,000,000 
pounds of shorn wool and 60,000,000 
pounds of pulled wool from slaugh­ 
tered sheep. 
After the fleece is rem oved trom 
slaughtered sheep, the slat goes into 
glove leather, lining for shoes, sweat 
bands for hats, and college diplo­ 
mas. 
The wool grease or Lanolin is 
used as a basis for m edicinal oint­ 
m ents. 
Sheep fat has wide uses in tallow, 
soap, stearine or oleo oil. 
As glyc­ 
erine, it goes into anti-free’e liquids 
and finds uses in paints, cellophane, 
cosm etics 
and 
bases 
for 
polish. 
Blood is used in serum s, medicines, 
weather-proof glue and anim al feed 
and as a re ta rd an t for plaster. 
It requires the glands of 100,000 
lam bs to m ake one pound of adren­ 
aline, the powerful heart stim ulant 
which has been known to cause a 
heart once stopped to resum e its 
beating. 
Sheep intestines become 
strings for violins, cellos, harps and 
ukuleles and m any other musical in­ 
strum ents. 
They are much used for 
surgical ligatures to Uc blood vessels 
and sew wounds during operations. 
They are much favored because na­ 
ture ab.aorbs them while the wound 
is healing.

tennis rackets.
